Th» Way to Can For Wounds IJntH 


th* Doctor Arrive*. 


There should always be some one in 


the home who understands the princi- 
ple of "first aid In Injury"—some one 
who can clean a wound, stop bleeding 
and apply a"bandage. 


Even the simplest wounds—where 


any blood flows—should be given 
prompt and scientific attention. This 
does not mean that e'very home should 
have a trained surgeon. The following 
ten e-nergency bints should be memo- 
rized: 


Stop the bleeding if severe. 
Do not touch an open wound with 


tbe fingers. 


Note tbe nature of the injuries and 


put the Injured person In a comfortable 
place and position. 


Summon a surgeon. 
Do not disturb blood clots. 
Never probe for a bullet 
Pick shreds of clothlng.and splinters 


or dirt from a wound. 


Then bring the edges of the wound 


together, but without touching them. 


Pack the wound with gauze or ab- 


sorbent cotton and apply bradage 


Bind on splints If bones are broken. 
With n little study, a half hou- a day 


for a week, and some practice, any 
one will be able to carry out the fere- 
going hints in a hygienic manner.—
